REMARKS 

Initially, the Examiner is thanked for the courtesies extended during the 
telephonic interview held on November 1, 2010 during which the Applicants' attorney asked 
whether corresponding non-transitory computer-readable medium claims may be added to the 
present application to obtain a more complete scope of protection. The Examiner agreed this 
should not raise any issues. It is believed that this Statement of Substance of Interview 
represents a complete written statement as to the substance of the interview, in accordance with 
M.P.E.P. § 713.04. 

Accordingly, Claims 24-39 have been added to obtain a more complete scope of 
protection by adding non-transitory computer-readable medium claims corresponding to allowed 
Claims 1, 3-5, 8-10, 13-15, 17-19, and 21-23, correspondingly. 

It is respectfully submitted that new Claims 24-39 do not alter the allowed status 
of the present application, do not add new matter to the disclosure, and do not require further 
consideration and/or a further search to be performed. 

Entry of the present Amendment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.312 is therefore respectfully
